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MOVEMENTS OF THE 

« FOUR” YESIERDAY. 
SENATOR HISCOCK’S DEFEAT BY CON- 
GRESSMAN BELDEN—HOW THE BUSI- 
NESS WAS “ EXPEDITED.” 5 


BaraToGa, N, Y., Sept..26.—The first of the 
Big Four who left town was Chauncey M. De- 
pew. He sped away on the first train after tho 
convention adjourned. The second was Thomas 
C,. Platt, who departed as he came—at dead of 
night. Before taking his leave Mr. Platt ex- 
pressed himseif as pleased with the convention, 
the ticket, and the platform, and as hoping that 
they would be acceptable to the Republicans 
throughout the State. 

Mr. Miller and Mr. Hiscock remained over to- 
day. The latter breakfasted out at: the lake, at 
Crum’s, with John F. Plummer, who was treat- 
ed by the Republicans as coolly as his chief. 
Mr. Miller and his friend Senator Sloan took the 
11 o’clock train for the west, the Herkimer 
statesman proposing to spend the Sabbath at 
hishome. Senator Hiscock, the dethroned, is 
still here and has been wandering around the 
halls of the deserted hotel like aspectre. The 
Senator’s friends have been striving hard to 
convey the idea that no trouble existed between 
him and Congressman Belden, but the friends of 
the latter openly assert that the Hiscock crowd 
were beaten in the Onondaga district, and that 
unless they behave themselves they will start®% 
in and defeat Senator Frank Hendricks. But 


on this latter point the Belden men are indulg- 
ing in “brag.’”’ Belden’s recent success, a mem- 
ber of Congress defeating a United States Sena- 
tor in his own district, has made him a conspic- 
uous character in Republican State politics, and 
more or less speculation is heard over what: he 
will do with thethree members of Assembly 
that he will control in the contest for United 
States Senator in1891. For it is a legend in 
Onondaga politics that every member shall 
serve two terms, unless he is guilty of some 
glaring wrong. 

One fact is pretty well established: Mr. Bel- 
den will make no engagement with Thomas C. 
Platt. Onondaga County, in the Assembly, from 
this time forth is an anti-Platt county. It is 
furmised here that at the prop er time Mr. 
Belden will deliver his strength to Mr. Miller, 
put a shrewd politician said to THE TIMBS’s cor- 
respondent this evening: ‘Keep your eye on 
Chauncey Depew’s political movements. You 
know that he and Mr. Belden have been close 
friends for many years. THE TIMES was per- 
fectly correct the otner day when it said 
Depew would be a candidate for Evarts’s 
chair in the Senate. The defeat of 
Hiscock in his own county, the selection of 
three Belden members of Assembly, and the ap- 
pearance of Depew as Chairman of the conven- 
tion are significant, and it may mean that the 
President of the New- York Central has formally 
entered the lists, and that James J. Belden is to 
look after his chances, Mr. Depew himeelf is 
not fitted to look after his own political fences. 
Belden is the most valuable ally he could ob- 
tain, and would look after his interests with as 
much zeal as he would look after his own.” 

If this is so, it would show thatj while the 
convention was remarkable for harmony, very 
little friction would have been necessary to 
have produced a large number of knives. 

The faithful all agree that the ticket is not 
strong, but respectable; not brilliant, but sub- 
stantial; not popular, but acceptable. It 
appeals neither to the German nor the Irish 
stomant nor the whisky-drinking frateruity. 
It makes a bid, as usual, for the ‘‘old soldier” 
vote, which is becoming smaller and smaller as 
the pension list grows longer. The ticket, how-. 
ever, was christened under adverse circum- 
stances, as the following incident shows: 

Senator; Erwin met Mr. Platt. “Why, Mr. 
Platt,” exclaimed the St. Lawrence County 
leader, ‘‘ what’s the matter ?” 

‘*Well,” drawled the Republican boss, “I can 
hardly say I am pleased with the ticket.” 

‘sT should say not,” said Erwin. * A face like 
that you are wearing is enough to beat any 
ticket.” 

No Republican expects from this outlook to 
see the ticket successful. There are several 
contingencies, however, upon which the party 
is relying. The Republicans have, with a 
show of. virtue, relegated to the rear every 
man of prominence who was entangled in the 
ceiling scandal. Mr. Platt has given orders 
that this policy shall extend to the small-fry 
Assemblymen also. This policy is warmly ap- 
proved by every Republican of respectability, 
irrespective of factional feeling. The nominees 
are hopeful that in the event of the Democrats 
nominating men who were involved in the 
scandal the Republican ticket, or part of it, 
will stand a good chance to be pulled through. 

**What shall we do with John J. O’Brien?” 
the Republicans are asking one another. 
O’Brien charges his downfall exclusively to tne 
jealousy of the Union League, or, a8 he Calls it, 
the “silk-stocking” element. The country 
leaders express the greatest satisfaction over 
the present organization in New-York, and de- 
clare it never was better even in the palmy 
days of Mr. Arthur. For that reason O’Brien’s 
fate was left to the County Committee. He is 
not discouraged by the outlook. ‘* They will 
want me in 1891,” he said before he left, and 
after Judge Hilton had invited him to join Tam- 
many Hall. 

O’Brien began life in the late A. T. Stewart's 
store, and Judge Hilton remembers him when 
he started in. ‘If you had been on the Com- 
mittee of Contested Seats,” he said tothe Judge, 
«I know I would have been all right.”

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BITTER SPEHEOHES MADE. 


MISSISSIPPI REPUBLICAN CONVENTION 


ENDS IN A ROW. 


JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 26.—The Republican 
Convention completea its labors.late last night 
by nominating W. D. Frazee of Chickasaw for At- | 
torney General and Fred Parsons df Adams for 
Superintendent of Education. The only claim put 
forward in Frazee’s interest was that he was a 
fighter. Theconveution wound up its proceed- 
ings in a very boisterous ana turbulent manner. 
If ithad continued much longer Bruce, the 
Chairman, could not have exercised any con- 
trol over it.. As it was, the sound of his gavel 
beating constantly on the desk and the wild, 
discordant yells of a score of negroes demand- 
ing recognition constituted the closing scenes. 

One negro finally succeeded in getting the 
floor after much effort and he spoke as if he in- 
tended to take the roof off the house. Another, 
with wrath in his face and blood in his eye, in- 
sisted that he had been shamefully and out- 
rageously treated, as he had not been honored 
by so much as being placed on a committee. He 
waxed hotter each moment that he spoke. There 
is no telling what would have happened had he 
not hastily withdrawn when he saw abouta 
dozen negroes making toward him to throw him 
out of the hall. He then got on the streets and 
made the air blue with oaths, cursing the en- 
tire concern. 

Such a convention has not been held here be- 
fore since scallawag times, One member said 
the delegates were dothg all the speaking of 
the campaign in the convention, as they re- 
alized it was about the only opportunity they 
would have. Chalmers’s speech, on account of 
his bitterness and vindictiveness, is severely 
denounced by many of the negrves of the con- 
vention, who say thatif the course he mapped 
out is pursued during the campaign trouble will 
inevitably follow. A. T. Wimberly, the newly- 
appointed Internal Revenue Collector of Louisi- 
ana and Mississippi, also made a bitter apeech 
during the closing hour. 

The ticket Is as weak as any that could have 
been nominated; no prominent Republicans 
would take the nominations, and the conven- 
tion was forced to give them to anybody who 
would accept. They all realize that tnere is not 
a ghost of a show of electing it, and it 1s not 
thought that much effort will be made to do 80. 
The ticket only contains the name of one negro, 
Mollison, nominee for Secretary of State, who is 
regarded as the best manonit. He bas been 
Chancery Clerk of Issaquena County for a num- 
ber of years, 


AGAINST THE RUM POWER. 


PENNSYLVANIA’S’ NON-PARTISAN PRO- 
HIBITIONISTS IN SESSION. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Sept. 26.—The first con- 
vention of the Union Prohibitory League of 
Pennsylvania, a non-partisan organization, 
having for its purpose the suppression of the 
saloon outside of party lines, was held in the 
hall of the House of Representatives to-day. 
There were about a hundred delegates in at- 
tendance. Permanent officers were elected as 
follows: President—A. J. Kynett, Philadel- 
phia; Vice Presidents—Ajib Ricketts, Wilkes- 


barre; A. ©. Rankin, Allegheny; Secretary— 
Wellington E. Loucks, Philadelphia; Treasurer 
—W. W. Wallace, Philadelphia. The platform 
adopted recites the evils growing out of the 
liquor trafic, and declares that the constitu- 
tional prohibitory amendment failed in June 
last because of the unfair political methods of 
those opposed to it. It therefore concludes 
that such a verdict cannot be accepted as final, 
but as the Constitution cannot be amended for 
tive years to come, it favors the most restrictive 
legislation and the enforcement of the present 
policy of prohibition in the counties which 
voted therefor. 

The league will favor the election of candi- 
dates to public oifice without respect to party 
who will best represent its principles, and it 
urges the organization of union prohibitory 
leagues in every city, county, and town in the 
State. To-night’s mass meeting was addressed 
by the Hon, Albert Griffin of New-York and Bb, 
C, Christy of Pittsburg.

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A STEAMER SHIZED. 


CHARGES MADE AGAINST THE EUREKA 
OR THE CAPTAIN JOHN. 


Special Deputy Collector McClelland, acting 
for Collector Erhardt, yesterday ordered Sur- 
veyor Lyon to seize the steamer Captain John, 
now lying at the middle pier, Atlantic Dock, 
Brooklyp, in charge of Inspector of Customs 
William J. Diller. All papersin the case have 
been sent to District Attorney Jesse Johnson of 
the Eastern District, with a request to begin 
legal proceedings for the forfeiture of the ves- 
sel, with its tackle, furniture, and cargo. 

The seizure was made on the strength of a re- 
port made by Col. Jones, Deputy Collector of 
the Navigation Bureau. Col. Jones reported 
that on Sept. 14 Smith & Lockwood, Custom 
House brokers, presented what purported to be 
the outward manifest of the Mexican steamer 
Eureka and obtained clearance papers to Vera 
Cruz, reporting that the vessel had entered 
coastwise at this port. On Sept. 18 Harry C. 
Smith of Smith & Lockwood asked that the 
clearance of the vessel be canceled, as the ‘voy- 
age had been abandoned, and this was done. It 
subsequently became known that in order to 
obtain a certificate of tonnage from the Sur- 
veyor of the Port a certificate dated Sept. 11 
from the Mexican Chancellor had heen filed 
with the Surveyor, setting forth that the Eureka 
was formerly the American steamer Captain 
Jobn, and later on another certificate from the 
Mexican Consul General showing that the sale 
of the vessel to Mexican owners had not been 
consummated, and that the steamer remained 
as formerly of American nationality. 

These certificates were addressed to the Col- 
lector, but were not filed in the Navigation 
Bureau, where it was not Known that the ves- 
sel was an American one which had been in the 
technical phrase ‘‘sold foreign.” The outward 
manifest already referred to has upon its face 
the indorsement: ‘‘Mexican steamer Eureka, 
formerly steamer Captain John.”’ 

The records were looked up and it was found 
that the steamer sailed from here as the Eureka, 
which shows that her name had been changed 
without authority of law. This subjects her to 
forfeiture under Section 4,179 of the Revised 
Statutes. 

John D. Deveau and George W. Major of New- 
Rochelle were owners of record of the vessel 
until Sept. 19, when a bill of sale, dated July 19, 
was filed conveying her to John W. Wilson 
of 52 Front-street. The Eureka was cleared 
by J. Wilson & Co. She sailed with 
a foreign master on Monday, Sept. 16, after 
taking 100 tons of coal at Hoboken for cargo. 
She sprang a leak off Barnegat and returned 
to the dock where she is now lying. When she 
zot ‘back on Sept. 18, ‘‘Eureka” had been 
erased from her stern and pilot house and 
“ Captain John” substituted. , 

The owner of the vessel is liable under a 
number of separate charges, including chang- 
ing the name of the vessel, failure to 
report the sale of the vessel to a foreigner, 
trading after the vessel had been sold to a for- 
eigner, sailing under a foreign flag without ex- 
changing her documents, having an alien in 
command, failure to report new master. For 
almost all of these offenses the penalty is for- 
feiture cf the vessel, 


FREDONIA AN EASY WINNER. 


THE PILOT BOAT HESPER LOSES YESTER- 
DAY’S RACE AND $3,000. 


BosTON, Sept. 26.—Designer Edward Burgess 
has won another victory. The fishing schooner 
yacht Fredonia was a winner from the start in 
to-day’s race with the pilot boat Hesperin the 
**miscellanevus”’ weather which the yachts ex- 
perienced. Sheshowed her superiority at every 
point, and ten minutes after the start it was 
only a question of how much the pilot boat 
would be beaten. It was good weather for the 
yachts, but poor for the landsmen. 

The signal for starting was given at 10:30 A. 
M., when there was a fair breeze blowing, though 
the fog was thick. The Hesper had the best 
position, but the Fredonia came down to the 


line with a good rap full, while the Hesper was 
held ini-the wind, and did not got headway until 
the Fredonia was well along on the course, 
whion was a triangular one of about forty miles, 
The vessels held wellin toward shore and did 
not come about until forced to do so by shoal 
water atabout 11:30. The Hesper was then 
well behind, and was being outfooted all the 
time. Off Minot’s Light both had to make an 
extra hitch, and although the current ligntened 
it did not help the Hesper. 

During the run to Eastern Point the racers 
were lost sight of for atime, and after turning 
the last stake the Hesper was not again seen 
until nearly 3 o’clock. The Fredonia was then 
four miles from the tinish and the Hesper was 
many astern. The boats tinished: Fredonia, 
3:41:50; Hesper, 4:24:46. The official sum- 
mary was: Fredonia, 5:10:37; Hesper, 5:52:38. 
The Fredonia allowed her competitor 3 minutes 
22 seconds. The race was for $3,000 a side. 





EXPLOSION AT BRADDOOK, 


MANAGER JONES OF THE STEEL WORKS 
AND SEVERAL WORKMEN INJURED. 


PITTSBURG, Penn,, Sept. 26,—An explosion 0oo- 
curred at Carnegic’s Edgar Thomson Steel 
Works, at Braddock, to-night. Capt.jW. R, Jones, 
general manager of the immense steel works, 
and a number of workmen were seriously and 
perhaps fatally burned. Furnace ©, one of 
the largest of the blast furnaces, gave way at 
the bottom, and in an instant flames shot 
forth, and the hot metal exploded and fell 
like sheets of water. Tors of the molten metal 
poured out of the furnace, and that any person 
hear the furnace escaped imstant death seems 
remarkable. 

The list of the injured is as follows: Capt. 
Jones, general manager, horribly burned; 
Michael Quinn, aged twenty-iive, so badly 
burned that nis flesh peeled off with his clothes, 
and is not expected to live; John Moxake, badly 
burned about body, but not fatally; Capt. Ned 
Quinn, burned about arms and chest; he will 
recover. Two or three other workmen were 
less severely burned. 

Capt. Jones is well known throughout the 
United States and Europe wherever iron and 
steel are, manufactured. It was he who took 
300 men to Johnstown at his own expense, two 
days after the flood, and remained there fora 
hy sy of weeks directing the work of rescue, 
He is sixty years of age.

NOTWITHSTANDING A HEAVY SELLING 
PRICES WENT UP. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—To-night, after two. days’ 
advance in prices, four of every five men who 
knew the price of wheat were bears. Three 
men out ofevery four were short of wheat—some 
at.78 cents, some at 80 cents, and many more at 
82 cents, The advance had already pewildered 
the scalpers and the bears, but they were sure 
the market was top-heavy.. At the opening to- 
day the price of December was off 33 cent, to 
82% cents. That was a sure sign of weakness, 
thought the top-heavy market men. 

The wicked Mr. Hutchinson, to be sure, was

‘A GRANT MONUMENT PLAN 


GRAND ARMY MEN TAKE 
THE .MATIER.IN HAND. 
LAFAYETTE POST OF THIS CITY STARTS 
_A MOVEMENT DESIGNED TO ERECT 
THE STRUCTURE WITHIN TWO YEARS. 


* The completion of the Grant Monument has 
been tentatively undertaken by the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and if the plans of the 
projectors are pursued to their fulfillment the 
memorial at Riverside Park is likely to become 
an accomplishea fact before the opening exer- 
cises of the World’s Fair are held in tnis city in 
1892, 

At a mesting of Lafayette Post held on Friday 
evening last a committee was appointed on the 
suggestion of Gen. Egbeft L. Viele to perfect 
a plan for the completion of Gen. Grant’s tomb, 
through the medium of subscriptions to be made 
by and secured through tne Grand Army of the 
Republic. 

“The members of Lafayette Post were im- 
pelled to assume the initiative in this matter,” 
Gen. Viele explained to a Tres representative, 
“‘because of the action taken by the National 
Encampment at its recent session in Milwaukee, 
A resolution was there adopted requesting Mrs* 
Grant to consent to the removal of the remains 
of her husband from the temporary tomb in 
which they are deposited to a permanent rest- 
ing-place in Washington, to be provided through 
the offices.of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
When-that action of the National Encampment 
was made public, I, for one, made up my mind 

} that the occasion of the resolution should be 
removed; and that the disgrace, shame, and 
reproach which attaches to the city of New- 
York for the laxity shown in according dus 
honor to the memory of the soldier President 
and savior of the Union, Gen. Grant, should no 
longer obtain. The Grant Monument Associa- 
tion having failed inits self-appointed duty of 
providing a becoming memorial, and there being 
seemingly but littie prospect of its accomplish- 
ing anything definite in the near future, it 
clearly becomes the duty of the comrades of the 
Grand Army of the Republic composing the De- 
partment of New-York to take up the task and 
carry it to a successful conclusion. We vre- 
pose to accomplish that result, and no World’s 
Fair, it is certain, will be permitted to be held 
in this city until the citizens have fulfilled their 
obligations to the memory of Gen. Grant. 

“Although tne action taken by Lafayette 
Post is of only recent date, we have already re- 
ceived assurances of co-operation from sister 
posts of the Grand Army throughout the 
Department of New-York, which insures the 
ultimate carrying out of the enterprise. The 
subscription contemplated is ‘to be confined 
exclusively to the city and State of New-York, 
the determination being to show to the country 
and to the world at large that what the Empire 
State undertakes it is fully able to accomplish 
without having recourse to outside assistance.’’ 

‘The Committee on Plan, which consists of 
Gen. Egbert L. Viele, Chairman; Charles H. T. 
Collis, Gen. Edward W. Serrell, Gen. John 
Hamilton, United States Army, retired, and W. 
A. Copp, has not yet formulated any definite 
scheme, but its probable suggestions may be 
briefly outlined. The Grant Monument Associ- 
ation has in charge subscriptions amounting in 
round numbers to $130,000., The interest on 
this sum has thus far been sufficient to pay the 
current rupning expenses of the association 
for office rent, clerk hire, and tbe like. To this 
aggregate subscription of $130,000 are to be 
added appropriations to be secured from the 
State and General Governments to an extent 
which shall provide a fund of not less than 
$500,000. It 1s proposed by the Grand Army 
Committee to co-operate with the Monument 
Association as far as possible or practicable, 
using the money already subseribed as far as it 
will go, the balance of the sum required to be 
proviced by the Grand Army of the-Republic to 
whatever extent may be demanded. If the 
Monument Association is disposed to co-operate 
with the Grand Army of the ei well and 
good; if itis not willing to do so, then the 
Grand Army of the Repablic says that it will 
“go it alone.” 

en. Viele explained as follows: “ In present- 
ing this matter for consideration, Gen. Floyd 
Clarkson, Commander of Lafayette Post, stated 
that he had learned from some source that the 
Committee of the Monument Assowiation had 
decided upon erecting some sort of a building 
over the tomb of Gen. Grantin the shape of a 
memorial hall. Now, a structure which would 
require constant repairs is not what is wanted. 
What is needed in this case is something vastiy 
more substantial and enduring than a memoriai 
hall building, such as has been suggested. The 
Grecian monuments stand unrivaled, and 
nothing finer has ever been produced. .The 
present location of Gen. Grant’s tomb is alto- 
ether misplaced. In its existing form it 
f @ crying disgrace upon nineteenth 
century civilization, it being in its out- 
Ward appearance nething more nor iess 
than a gas retort inclosed ina bakeoven. The 
proper location of the monument and tomb is at 
the termination of One Hundred and Twenty- 
cond-street, and here is where the Grand 
rmy Committee proposes that it shall be 
placed. This change will aiford opportunity for 
the carrying out of a planof improvements 
which will prove of great ultimate benefit to 
the city, enhance the attractiveness of the sur- 
roundings, and increase the value of adjacent 
property. 

“One Hundred and Twenty-second. street is 
an avenue eighty feet wide. Throughand over 
this avenue, from Morningside Drive to the 
river, it is proposed tw construct a viaduct 
whicn, when completed, will afford a vista of 
something like 2,000 feet, terminating in a tem- 
ple supported on thirteen columns, and ‘repre- 
senting the Union in its original estate._ This 
viaduct would be called ‘The Avenue of Victo- 
ry,’ and is to be supplemented at intervals by 
‘bays’ bearing bronze statues of the Generals 
of the Union Army who served under General 
Grant. Through the temple will rise a shaft, 
composed of thirty-eight members, correspond- 
ing to or representing the thirty-eight States 
reunited by Grant’s victories, and bound to- 
gether with a bronze ribbon inscribed with the 
victories which secured the reunion of the 
States, the whole being surmounted by a heroic 
statue of General Grant in bronze. 

“‘Tne tomb proper it is proposed to place to 
the west of the temple, and independent of that 
structure, in comparative seclusion, where it 
will conduce to teelings of reverence,.and be 
reached by a footpath instead of a drtveway, 
I have now growing on my grounds some wil- 
low trees raised from cuttings taken from the 
tomB of the great Napoleon, and these it is my 
purpose to transplant to the final resting place 
of the greatest of all modern soldiers, Gen. 
Grant, when the proper time shall arrive.” 

The Grand Army Committee which has taken 
this matter in charge does net apprehend any 
serious opposition to its project on the part of 
the Monument Association. 





SHOT BY TRAMPS, 

Des Mores, Iowa, Sept. 26.—A tragedy -ocw 
curred at Reinbeck this morning which will-re- 
sult in the death of Archie Neat, section boss 
on the Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City Road. 
Two vicious-looking tramps were at Holland 
last night-terrorizing the town, when a consta- 
bie attempted to arrest them. This they pre- 
vented by drawing revolvers. 

They left the town, and Sheriff Brown was 
sent for, who followed them to Reinpeck and 
summoned Archie Neat to assist in capturing 
them. This they succeededin doing. but on the 
way to jail one drew. his revolver and com- 
menced firing. He discharged six shots while 
the Sheriff emptied his revolver at them. One 
ball struck Neat in the throat, lodging in the 
spinal column, and he is now dying. 

The Sheriff finally captured the tramps and 
was compelled to take them to Marshail- 
town to-night to prevent the people of Reinbeck 
from lynching them.

PROBLEMS FOR OCORPORAL 
TANNER’S SUCCESSOR. 

REPRESENTATIVE M’CREARY TALKS OF 
THE WORLD’S FAIR—THE CONGRESS 

OF AMERICAN NATIONS. 
WASHINGTON, Sept, 26,—When a new Commis- 


sioner of Pensions takes office it is expected

Washington is the 
national capital, and the most beautiful efty in 
the eountry, Whichever of the four gets the 
celebration we, as a Nation, need feel no shame. 
Wherever it is held it will be the celebration of 

' the world.” ; 

Continuing, bho said the exposition should be 
permanently established te commemorate 400 
years of our progress, It should be eontinued 
as @ museum dedicated to the arts and indus- 
tries of the New World, and the exposition 
should be planted where it can stay, and be 
properly maiatuined for all time. 


Speaking of the congress of representatives of 
American nations, Mr, McCreary said; 

“The time is at hand when a new life of preg- 
ress and enterprise will thrill the inter-Ameri- 
Gan commerce into activity. Railroads have 
been run through Mexico and as far as Guate- 
mala, and a system is being spread through 
Chili and Peru. There is but a littie strip be- 
tween the two systems to he runon, and there 
will be easy intercourse by land. We need now 
some sort of reciprovity by which the 
food products and other raw materials of these 
silver republics may be admitted free of duty 
into this country, and in return our food prod- 
ucts and raw materials be admitted free over 
their borders, An exchange of manufactured 
products on the same basis is also tobe hoped 
tor. A profitable exchange of commodities be- 
tween the United States and the Southern 
countries will open to the people of this hemi- 
sphere a century of great prosperity.” ;

ENGINEER HEINRICHS ASKS THE MAYOR 
TO ORDER 4N INVESTIGATION. 


The following letter has been received by 
Mayor Grant and referred to the Board of Elec- 
trical Control: i 


The Hon. Hugh J, Grant, Mayor City of New-York: 

DEAR SIR: I beg to draw your attention to the 
great sacritice of human lives caused by the high 
voltage of electric ight currents and the criminal 
carlessness of the companies, who neglect to 
guard apa maintain the proper insulation of their 
wires and apparatus, 

Since May 6, 1887, seventeen persons have suf- 
fered instantaneous death by high-voltage slectric 
currents in this city, of which you, sir, are its hon- 
ored Mayor; while a great many ouber persons have 
been shockingly mutilated and suffered the loss of 
limbs and permanent injury. 

I am fully aware tuat you, also the Coroners and 
the police authorities, have ull, up to the present 
time, been deceived as regards the true causes and 

ircumstances of these accidents. The Coroners’ 
feaneste haye never broughtout the facts as I have 
Known them to be from a scientitic standpoint. I have 
shown that the untrue evidence given by the elec- 
trical expert in 6 case of the hneman Hugh 
Terry, in the city of Buffalo, must have been re- 
8 onsible for the erroneous verdict as rendered by 
the Coroner’s jury. Iregret to be torced to state 
that & great number of professional electricians 
avd scibutiste have Fashly or imprudently misrep- 
resented the causes and circums the ac- 
cidents by high-voltage curreats, and pretended to 
be unable to tell approximately the voltage of the 
current or the electrical euergy which has or will 
canee death to human beings. 
now beg tosubmit to you that you, our Chief 
Magistrate, and the police authorities’ imperative 
duty is to protect the lives, limbs, health, and com- 
fort of all and every person living in this ¢gity. 
This right and duty bas never been questioned nor 
abridged by legisiation. “And further, that yon, 
the Chief Magisirate, have the authority to order 
an investigation as to the deadly nature of the 
high voltage of elestric currents used in this city, 
andcause police reguiations to be tramed which 
will prevent the farther sacfificing of any human 
lives from this source, 

You, Sir, have it in your power to say that Ginsep- 
pe Magza, the friendless Italian who was killea on 
the 13th inst. at the corner of Houston one Chrys- 
tie streets, shall be the last victim whe shall. suffer 
from the avarice ot the great high-voltage combina- 
tion which latter, to save q@ few hundred pounds 
ot copper wire andatew hundred dollars on the 
necessary insulation, bas sacrificed the lives of over 
one hundred innocent gheonle during the last few 
years in this country. is very combination, their 
coadjutors and employes are the only persous eho 
deny the deadly nature of the high-voltage currents 
and pretend to be unable to tell what voltage and 
electrics! energy has killed these mauy victims. 

i nave fives the causes and circumstances of 
these fatal accidents my especial stu iv persion. 
larly since I was agked toassist professionally the 
State authorities in the Kemmiler investigation, 
held in thls city last July.

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QUESTIONS OF DISOIPLINR. 


MR. SCHWARZ RESIGNS AND HIS FELLOW- 
COMMITTEEMEN FOLLOW SUIT. 


The Cotton Exchange was excited yesterday 
afternoon. The primary cause of the trouble 
was the resignation from his position as 
member of the Floor Committee of Mr. 
Paul Schwars, one of the youngest mom- 
bers of the Exchange and most recent additions 
to that committee, The secondary cause was 
the resignation of the four other members of the 
Floor Committee. 

A few months ago—so ran the story current 
on the Kxchange—tho Floor Committee was re- 
organized. Its members were George W. Baily, 
who was chosen Chairman; Robert 0. Allen, 
Louis de Gumoens, J. B, Guest, and Paul 
Sehwars. There had been for some time con- 
siderable * horse play’ on the floor of the Ex- 
change, and the new committee was solemnly 
cbarged by the more sedate and elderly mem- 
bers of the Exchange to apere no means to put 
an end to such unseem evity, and all of its 
Members except Mr. Hware being of long 
standing on the Exchange’s membership roll, a 
great reform was looked for atitahands, These 
old members were sorry that so young a man 
as Mr. Schwarz had got on the commit 
they hoped that hé would be guided by his 
seniors, and waited patiently for the reform to 


arrive. 

mt they had been permitted to attend any of 
that committee’s meetings about that time they 
would have soon discovered how widely they 

ere wandering from the mark. At the very 

rst meeting of the committee Mr. Schwara au- 
nounced himself as a radical reformer. is 
views were that skylarking of any Kind was an 
insult to the dignity of the Exchange. 

Mr. Schwarz’s views failed to be kindly re- 
ceived. They were not controyerted in speech, 
but when the.time came for the committee to 
inflict punishment it did so with a leniency that 
caused him sorrow. He modified his views so 
as to consent to moye that a ten-dollar fine be 
administered to a frisky old broker who had 

layed football with another member’s gray 
elt beaver, but when amendment to make the 
tine $1 was adopted by a vote of 4 to 1 he be- 
came disheartened. he culmination of his dis- 
appointment as a reformer came about a month 
ago, when one of the members of the Fioor Com- 
mittee itself was brought. before the committee 
and charged with wilfully, corruptly, and 
knowingly smoking on the Exchange floor in 
Exchange hours. r, Schwarz insisted that 
this was @ particularly aggravated case, and 
that at least a five-dollar fine should be im- 
posed, and when the committee, by a vote of 8 
tol this time, (the guilty committeeman not 
voting,) aasessed the offense at 50 cents, he be- 
came very indignant and declared that he would 
sonter his resignation as a member of the com- 
mittee. 

No one believed he would do it and no one be- 
lieved he bad done it until yesterday afternoon, 
when his written resignation, dated about a 
month back, appeared on Secretary Hubbard's 
desk. and was there read by many members of 
the Exchange, including two mempers of the 
Foor Committee. The latter were very mad, 
and went immediately on a hunt for Mr. 
Schwarz. When they found him they read him 
a lecture on the open floor, which was followed 
hs f a disputation so exceedingly warm that some 
of the members thought it best to separate the 
parties to the controversy, ; 

Mr. Schwarz’s letter of resignation was con- 
cise and to the point. He simply informed the 
Board of Managers that the floor Committee 
was not doing it duty, and that he desired to 
be relieved from association with gentlemen 
who did not do their duty. Oune of the latter 
secured a copy of it, and he and the other three 
held a meeting. Their consultation finally re- 
sulted in their deciding to send in their resigna- 
tions as members of the Floor Commiteee, and 
this was done in a letter seething with sarcasm. 


POLITICAL ODDS AND ENDS. 


To say that the great majority of the Eighth 
Assembly District Republicans, those who com- 
pose the rank and file of the Johnny O’Brien 


contingent, are. incensed over the treatment 
their representatives received at the Saratoga 
Convention, but faintly describes their feelings.

FORKIGN NAVAL GOSSIP. 


The new British war ship Barham has been suc- 
cessfully launched at Portsmouth, having been 
alittle less than a year in building. The Bar- 
ham is one of two third-glass protected cruisers 
designed by Mr, W. H. White, Director of Naval 
Construction, the other, the Bellona, being now 


in progress at Hebburn-on-Tyne. Both vessels 
aré similar in several respects to the four third- 
ciass protected cruisers of the Blonde type, one 
of which, the Barrosa, ia now ready for her steam 
trials, ‘the prineipal difference between the 
two types is that the Barhams, being intended 
tor service on the Channel, Mediterranean, or 
similar stations, have only the usual steel bottom 
plating, while the Blondes haye, in addition, a 
thickness of teak covered with copper sheathing, 
80 that, fouling being retarded by these means, 
they can be employed in distant waters where 
dock accommodations are either limited or non- 
existing. [t is expected that the Barham will 
have @ maximum speed of 1915 knots, as com- 
pared with the 1642 knots of the Barrosa, The 
Barham is 280 feet in length, has a beam of 35 
feet, and a displacement of 1,830 tons, The 
armament will consist entirely of quick-firing 
and machine guns, viz.: six 4.7-Inch 45-puunder 
and four 3-pounder quick-firing guns and two 
Nordenfelt guns. The vessel is also titted with 
two torpedo tubes, The machinery is of the 
triple-expansion type, taking steam at 150 
pounds pressure from six boilers of the loco- 
motive pattern. They are to realize 3,500 
horse power with natural draught aad 6,000 
horse power with forced draught. 


The British Naval Engineering Staff has been 
directing a good deal of;attention to the beat 
means of preventing the corrosion of the boil- 
ers of steamships from the use of salt water. 


Several devices have been tried, such as the 
suspension of zine plates in the boilers, but 
without much practical effect, and nothing but 
the continual use of distilled waters seems to 
be of much effect. The condensers now used 
are so rapid in their action as to admit of this 
being done, but there has been DO means of 
storing the surplus water until it was required. 
It 18 now, however, suggested that the great 
space wasted in double bottoms should be used 
for this purpose, and it is claimed that an in- 
crease in stability will result. As an expert- 
ment the Admiralty has ordered some sbips 
now about to be commissioned to be titted to 
carry the water in this manner, and if success- 
tul the principle will be generally carried out. 


It has been decided by the British Admiralty 
to relieve several of the old and defective ves- 
sels eraployed on foreign stations by new ships 
which were commissioned for the first time for 


the naval man@uyres. With this object in view 
the doeck-yard anthorities at Portsmouth have 
been ordered to prepare the Magicienne and 
Marathon for commissioning with as mueh 
dispatch as possihie, the former for service at 
the Cape and the west coast ot Africa, and the 
latter on the East Indian station. It is also 
expected that the Melpomene. a sister ship, will 
be early commissioned for the Mediterranean 
and the Red Sea. The Nymphe is on the point 
of proceeding to the Pacific, and the Beagle to 
the southeast coast of America, and fhe Col- 
lingwood is being got ready for the Mediter- 
ranean. The Channel squadron is to leave 
Spithead on the 23d inst., and will cruise round 
the Irish coast, ‘

A NEW BANK FOR MEXIOO,

NEWS OF THE ELEVATED ROADS. 


—__—_»__—_—__—- 
The change in the running of trains on the 
western division of the elevated road, by which 
Ninth-avenue trains run to One Hundred and 


Forty-fifth-street, gives intervals of but three 
tmainutes between Sixth and Ninth avenue train 
above Fifty-ninth-street. At One Huntre 
and Forty-fifth-street the Nintb-avenue trains 
pass the station and then back into the upper 
yard, where three relays of cars usually are 
kept in waiting. During ‘‘commission” houra 
both yardsare cleared of rolling stock. But when 
the trains begin to be laid up at night the clear 
head and steady nerve of an experienced yard- 
master are required to prevent things becomin 
mixed. To reach the y below One Hundr 
aud Forty-fifth-street numerous awiiehings an 
crossovers have to be made, and frequent de- 
lays are therefore caused on the upper end of 
the road. These delays, however, Will be ob- 
viated as soon as the men become accustomed 
to the new oraer of business. 

The company is making some extensive im- 
provements at the northern extremity of the 
At One Hundred and Fifty- 
ninth-street the roadway is being continued to 
the slips on the block above, broadened on the 
right to reach Harlem River, and extended 
westward along One Hundred and Fifty-ninth- 
street so as to form an I, in the rear of the slips. 
The structure, when completed, will ve used 
tor the storage of cars and locomotives, and the 
space beneath will be utilized tor a great coal- 
ing station. Then the coal yards at Oue Hun- 
dred and Forty-tifth-street will be abandoned, 
and the noise and confusion of rattling coal 
chutes and screeching whisties and switching 
trains will be done away with. The company 
has a ten-year lease for the property in question,

Wherever slaughter houses are subjected 
to proper sanitary inspection, very little, if 
any, tuberculous meat will pass thtough 
them to consumers, and if such meat evades 
pr escapes inspection the greater part of it 
will be made harmléss by cooking. But 
milk from tuberonlous cows is sent into 
our cities from many suburban dairy herds. 
There is no-system of inspection by which 
such milk may be detected, and unfortu- 
nately the cows from which it is procured 
are not inspected by any one looking for 
tuberculosis.

.GEN. SHERMAN ON THE NEGRO., 

Gen. SHERMAN’sS mode of, procedure and 
his habit of thought as to military matters 
are not exactly the same ashe adopts in 
political matters. Undoubtedly he is 
sincere and as patriotic in the latter as he 
showed himself through many severe trials 
tobe in the former. His patriotism and 
his devotion to what he conceives to be 
the right are among the precious posses- 
sions of his countrymen, and we hope that 
there is none among us who will deny 
them. , But it is impossible not to see that | 
f these qualities, noble as\they are, are not. 
‘of themselves. adequate to the treatment of 
political questions any;more than, they 


‘tary questions during the war. We. are 
prompted to these suggestions by certain 
remarks made by Gen. SHERMAN at the re- 
union of the survivors of the Army of the 
Tennessee at Cincinnati yesterday. The 
gubstance of them was that the negroes at 
‘the South must have the rights that weré 
secured to them by the war and by the 
- constitutional amendments following the 
war, or the South must be deprived of rep- 
resentation in Congress in the proportion 
that the negroes do not vote. ‘‘ That,” said 
the splendid old General—and he is never 
more splendid in time of peace that in his 
off-hand speeches to an appreciative audi- 
ence—“ that’s a legitimate result of the war, 
honest and honorable, and the war won’t 
be over. until it is done. Don’t unbuckle 
your waist belts too much!” 

Now, what seems to us perfectly obvious 
in this amazing proposition of Gen. SHER- 
MAN’S—thoughiit is not original with him— 
is that it is practically a surrenderof the 
very thing he most desires. It offers to the 
South, on terms that are really very low in- 
deed, the legal and constitutional right to : 
disfranchise the negroes. We have very lit- 
tle doubt that if the offer could be made 
authoritatively, as it cannot be, the South 
would aecept it. That section has no 
longer the ardent desire for dominant rep- 
resentation. or influence in Congress that it 
once had, because, apart from what it may 
wish as to the negro vote, it has no longer 
the same motive for such power. When 
slavery was in existence, and had exhausted 
or was rapidly exhausting the soil of the 
oldslave States, and when political neces- 
sity joined. to economic necessity to de- 
mand the extension of slavery, either in the 
Territories of the Southwest, or to Cuba 
and Mexico and Centrai America, or to all, 
the possession of the National Government 
was essential to the slaveholders. They 
could do nothing without it, and with the 
National Government in the hands of the 
foes of slavery they knew that they were 
doomed. Therefore they contended asin a 
life and death struggle for every seat in the 
House and Senate and for every vote in the 
Electoral College. When, in 1860, they 
saw that their long contest had been in 
vain, that the party of slavery restriction 
had conquered the House and conquered 
the’ Presidency, so profoundly did they 
realize the extent of their defeht and its 
absolutely fatal consequences that they 
sought on the battlefield what they had 
lost at the polls. And from their point of 
view they were right. In all history there 
never was @ war made more logically, more 
inevitably, than the war the slaveholders 
made‘in 1861, for though it. was in appear- 
ance an aggressive-war, it was to them a 
war of defense. They knew that slavery 
must fight or die. 

That was nearly thirty years ago. There 
has been a tremendous change since then, 
and‘ no element in the change has been 
more ‘clear or more significant than the 
altered attitude of the South toward the 
National Government. Domination in Con- 
gress has no longer any special, value to 
that section as a:‘section, except as it may 
influence the course of the National Gev- 
ernment with reference to the negro vote, 
which, mistakenly, as we believe, the men 
of the South generally regard as an un- 
mixed. evil and a source of great peril. 
When at this juncture Gen. SHERMAN, or 
any: one else, offers the South the extinction 
ofthe negro vote in return fora diminution 
in representation proportioned to the vol- 
ume of that vote, it is not at all improbable 
thatthe offer would be accepted if it could 
be. And then, whatofthe negroes? What 
of the.race whose enfranchisement was so 
costly to the Nation, both South and North, 
and for whose education to-day the South 
is spending annually a sum _ larger 
than its contributions to the Fed- 
eral Treasury before the war? Why, 
they become necessarily a race in 
political, bondage, a race living by the 
side of ‘their fellow-Americans, per- 
forming most of the labor of many 
of the” Southern States, earning their 
daily bread, owning property, subject to 
the laws,.and without any voice, without 
any ‘influence, in the conduct of public. 
affairs,in the choice of their rulers or in 
the framing of the laws by which they are 
bound. Itisa.condition of things that the 
mind of the. American people can hardly 
grasp, so unprecedented and so monstrous 
is it, so revolting to all-the ideas they cher- 
ish and all the habits they have formed. 
No, whatever may be the real evil in the 
condition of the negroes in the politics of 
the South, and we believe it is steadily and 
notsery slowly decreasing, and whatever 
may be the difficulty of dealing with it, this 
is no remedy. It is infinitely worse than 
the disease, even as the disease appears to 
the fervid minds of men like Gen. SHER- 
MAN.

SEEKING A CLOSER ALLIANCE. 
“The needs of the country demand,”

about. Nowhe finds himself again the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, and the President: 
who appointed him a broad, comprehensive, 
and liberal-minded statesman in full har-. 
mony with-his views.” 

What views? Those held by Mr. BLAINE 
in the guano days or those which a person 
pecuniarily interested.in the Colorado car- 
bonate mines might be expected to enter- 
tain with respect to the admission of silver- 
lead fluxing ores from Mexico? The Presi- 
dent and the members of his Cabinet are 
supposed to be of. one mind concerning the 
recent action of the Treasury: Department 
which has offended Mexico and seriously 
injured..one of our own industries, in order 
that a ring of the owners of carbonate: 
mines may be pleased and afew votes be 
gained in one of the new States. Have Mr. 
BLAINE’s conciliatory views and the corre- 
sponding views ofthe ‘‘ broad, comprehen- 
sive, and liberal-minded statesman” who 
appointed him been shown in the instruc- 
tions and rulings that have seemed to 
Mexico so unjust that she has been moved 
to sharp retaliation? Are Mr. HaRRIsON 
and Mr. BLAINE striving to ‘“‘ bring about a 
closer alliance” by taking measures so un- 
friendly and vexatious that our Minister to 
Mexico, a’ veteran protectionist, hastens 
from his post to Washington in order that 
he may tell them how much mischief they 
are doing? 

Why did not Mr. DrEPEW tell the dele- 
gates at Saratoga in what ways the Repub- 
lican Administration and the Republican 
Party had recently been commended to the 
republics of South America? Why did he 
not point out that the Republican Senate 
desires to bring about a closer alliance 
by adding 60 per cent. to the duties now 
imposed on the’ wools that the Argentine 
Republic and Chili send tous? Why .did 
he not speak of the long argument in favor 
of- imposing a duty on hides that has been 
put in circulation by the Republican Na- 
‘tional Committee? Would not such a duty 
be well received by the Argentine Republic, 
Uruguay, and Mexico, which sent nearly 
$8,000,000 worth of hides to us last year? 
¢ The tariff policy of Mn DEPEW’s party 
is by nature opposed to the “closer al- 
liance” of which he speaks. In accord- 
ance with it and for the benefit of a ring, 
the Mexican Government has been vexed 
and offended by the instructions that have 
checked the importation of silver-lead 
fluxing ores. The party ha& given notice 
in the Allison Tariff bill’s wool schedule 
and in the proposition relating to hides 
that it will make the tariff even more ob- 
noxious than it is now to the republics 
further south if it shall be permitted to} 
passa tariff bill. If Mr. DEPEWw had been 
required to givea bill of particulars his 
remarks on this topic would have been 
more instructive, although his periods 
might not have been so well rounded, 


PENSIONS AND THE PEOPLE. 


It is quite evident that most of those po- 
litical associates of Corporal TANNER who 
condemn his conduct as Pension Commis- 
sioner do so mainly on the ground that he | 
was aiming to make himself‘ a biger man 
than old HARRISON”’~an overleaping. ambi- 
tion which they could not approve. This, 
however, is a view very little reassuring 
It is not TANNER simply, 
but Tannerism, that ought to go. The the- 
ory that is vicious is that whatever surplus 
exists in the Treasury belongs to the war 
veterans.as a right, and thatthe people of 
this country have been niggardly in their 
treatment of the Union soldiers. 

The statistics drawn up by Commissioner 
TANNER himself are-sufficient-to refute any 
such notion. They show that on the Ist of 
July there were on the pension rells no 
‘fewer than 489,725 names. By this time, 
at the ordinary rate of recent increase, 
there must be, in round numbers, about 
500,000. Nearly a quarter of a century 
after the close of the war the number of 
pensioners is still increasing. The year 
1879 showed a total of 242,755, so that it 
has doubled during the last ten years. This 
increase is partly due to the fact that by 
the payment of largelump sums in arrears 
and by constant increases in the value 
of pensions, or the rates paid for them, a 
constant stimulus has been given to appli- 
cations. It must be remembered, also, that 
this enormous addition of a quarter of a 
million names during the last ten years is 
over and above all the losses by deaths and 
other causes; and these since the war have 
amounted to hundreds of thousands. 

A dozen years after the close of. the war 
the amounts disbursed for pensions had be- 
gun to decrease, as might have been ex- 
pected. In 1871 the sum paid out annual- 
ly had seemed to reach high-water mark— 
$34,443,895. Four years later it was 
$29,456,216. The year following it dropped 
to $28,257,396. The next year it had 
further declined to $27,963,752. In the- 
year 1878 it went down to $27,137,019. 
Then began a series of efforts among Con- 
gressmen to outde each other in increasing 
pension expenditures. In 1879 the dis- 
bursements went up to $35,121,482, In 
1881 they were $50,059,272. In 1882 they 
had reached $61,345,194. In 1883° they 
‘rose to. $66,012,574, And even those mon- 
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tures of the Pension Bureau for all pur-' 
“poses were-$82,0388,387; and for the fiscal 
year thatended June 30, if Commissioner 
TANNER’S: figtites have been correctly re- 
ported, the outgoesreached the prodigious 
total of $88,275,113. 

Thus we have come to a point where 
about one-third of the , entire. expenditures 


this country at much’ higher’ prices than } of the Government is for pensions. How 


. this enormous outlay has been reached it is. 
not difficult to ascertain. The “annual 
\value” of. -pensions has been steadily in- 
creased, so that the aggregate annual value, 
which was $25,917,907 in 1880 and, 
$34,456,600 in 1884, was $56,707,221 in, 
1888. Vast sums have also been paid for 
‘ arrears—perhaps over $200,000,000 thus 
far. The roll is constantly increased by

A PLAY BY IBSEN. 

Henrik Ibsen has made soauocnh stir of tate in 
London, that the announcement of a German 
version of “Et Dukke-Hjem” at Amberg’s 
Theatre brought. out an unusual number of 
people, a goodly sprinkling of whom, found it 


because their knowledge of German is con- 
nected with books rather than the vernacular, 
The translation by Wilhelm Lange is smooth 
and sufficiently idiomatic, though we must:sup- 
‘pose that something native and peculiar to Nor- 
woglan town life is lost-in the process. The au- 
dience paid the deepest attention, one so fixed: 
and breathless, indeed, that it proved embar-

Henrik Ibsen has been poet, novelis 
manager of theatres in Norway and has chiefly 
resided in Italy since 1864. His versatility i 
great, ranging from interminable histori 
dramas in verse to lyrics, while since (1874 he 
has devoted himself to comedies and tragi- 
comedies which have earned him in his own 
country the title of satirist, perhaps because in 
communities far from the larger currents of the 
world there reigns a certain provinclality that 
magpnities things of the kind beyond their due. 
Ibsen has at any rate the wit to give sudden 
and interesting changes to the point ef view 
from which a subject in one of his plays is con- 
sidered, 

Called by its author in bitterness the “ Pup- 
pet’s Home,” “ Doli’s House,” or *“ Doll’s Nest,” 
this play is not exactly moral at bottom, though 
there is nothing outwardly to offend. Even to 
&® woman treated like a doll the forging of the 
name of her father to a promise to pay could 
not be-a trifle, or excusable under any circum- 
stances. So we lose sympathy with Nora at the 
start. The lovemaking of the decrepit old 
Doctor is as revolting as itis unnecessary. But 
the desertion of ber three children by the wife 
puts the climax to what may be called the un- 
conscious lack of moral tone io thé play, a trait 
found elsewhere in Ibsen. 

“The Doll’s Nest” has. some pretensions to 
being a psychological play, and that is as mtich 
as to say that the ordinary manager for Eng- 
lish-speaking people would not pick if up with 
tongs in the street. But what makes it still less

which it advocates (for it is distinctly a reform- 
er’s play) has hardly eufficient material to work 
upon in the United States. It is true that very 
often women in this country are treated like 
puppets, but it is their own fault. [Ibsen was strik- 
ing at the narrowness of Norwegian and German 
ideas with regard to women when he wrote this 
about ten years ago.

WORCESTER MUSIC FESTIVAL. 

WORCESTER, Sept. 26.—This was supposed to 
be the great aay at the Music Festival in this city. 
To-night was what is known here as “ Artists’ 
Night.” People who do not wear evening dress 
at any other concert of the series come out in 
all their glory to do honor to “ artists’ Nights.” 
What is this remarkable occasion? Simply the 
concert at which the soloists are permitted to 
introduce any sort of musical rubbish for the 
purpose of slowing off their technical abilities. 

In old times an actor received so much salary 
a week for forty-two weeks and a benefit. Here 
a singer or instrumentalist gets so much a night 
for so many performances and an opportunity 
for a display of musical fireworks. It is said 
that efforts have been made to abolish this in- 
stitution, but they have been unavailing. The 


Worcester public demands it, and the projectors 
f the festival must make concessions or stop 
Fying to give festivals. It does not ap-. 
ear, however, that any very earnest ‘efforts 

have been made to induce the artists 
to select music of a high order for their display 
pieces. There are plenty of them in existence, 
and no excuse whatever can be made for such 
an affront to musical taste and intelligence as 
that offerea the audience by Whitney Mockridge 
this es After aang great taste an 
aria from Goring Thomas’s “ Esmeralda,” and 
being warmly recalled, he sang,as an encore 
selection, that familiar ballad of the minstrel 
halls, ‘Come into the Garden, Maud,” and jus- 
tice to both the living and the dead compel the 
assertion that D. 8 Wambold jsang it much 
better than Mr. Mockridge. 

Mr. Ludwig’s solo was ‘‘For this My Son,” 
from Sullivan’s “‘ Prodigal Son”; Mile. de Vere’s 
was that truly edifying composition, the “‘Shad- 
ow Song,” from “ Dinoran,” which she sang 
well; Mme. Clara Povle’s was Margaret’s air 
from Lalo’s ‘“‘Le Roi d@’Ys,” and Mr. Herbert | 
played admirably ‘cello soles eee Masse- 
net, and Davidoif.

* ART NOTES. 


The curator of the Wiltshira.Museum on 
Archeology and Natural History’ at Devizes 
writes to the English press to.say that during 
the last fifteen years the famous old mys- 

— Stonehenge has been harmed by tourists 
and picnic parties. He asks that the stones be 
protected. There is a bureau for the protection 
of public monuments of the British Isles, but 
little can be done by it unless the residents 
néar the monuments are on the alert. A curate 
at Drumeittfe, near Sligo, tells of a geological 
tourist who was furious because he was stopped 
in the act of taking off a specimen of the 
stone on which the Cross of Drumecliffe 
is carved, as he wished to compare it with stone 
from quarries at other points. But the tourists 
who indulge in horseplay are the worst, for 
they throw down and break old pillar stones 

crosses when they can, deriving some ex- 
quisite sense of pleasantry from the act. Stone- 
henge is the most perfected. specimen of the 
architecture of the men of the Stone Age which 
is known. 

The Art Congress of Great Britain will be 
held on the 28th of October at Edinburgh, when 
the Marquis of Lorne will make the address, 

‘Many prominent painters, sculptors, and arch- 
itects will read papers at the congress. Free 
jareeme lectures to workingmen will be given 
by William Morris, Walter Crane, and others.

A DIFFIOULT WORK. 


*THE . PROPOSED LIGHTHOUSE ON THE 
OUTER DIAMOND SHOAL. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Itis the fim of the 
*Lighthouse Board to establish, eventually, a 
ne of light stations along the whole seacoast 
of the United States, with the lights 80 close to- 
gether that a vessel sailing along the coast 
would never be out of sight of a beacon, and by 

consulting a chart giving the characteristics of 
ithe different lights could always determine her 
‘exact’ whereabouts and thus avoid dangerous 
rocks and reefs. How nearly the board has 
‘succeeded in carrying out this plan, especially 
on the Atlantic coast, can be seen by a glance at 
‘the map accompanying their last aunual report 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, 

At first glance it would seem that the Atlantic 

coast had about ail the protection that is need- 
‘ed, and yet the most gerous point on the 
‘entire coast, where, in almost every storm, ves- 
{eels'are driven ashore and lives ana propert, 
‘are lost, is entirely without protection. This 
soins 1s known as the Outer Diamond Shoal, 
seven and a half miles off Cape Hatteras. It

The Lighthouse Board has 
‘secured an appropriation of $500,000 for the 
work, 9nd plans are now being prepared which

In both of these 
instances, however, the work was comparative- 
ly simple, owing to their accessibility and less 
danger of interruption by storms. 
n immense caisson about one hundred feet 
_in diameter will be Duilt either at Norfolk or in 
Hatteras Inlet, From the centre of this caisson 
anjron cylinder about fifty feet in diameter 
will be carried up to such a‘height that when 
,g¢he caisson 1s sank in position it will project 
Sapove the surface of the water. When is 
completed it will)be towed out to the site of the 
proposed light station, where it will be sunk 
be gad its edges rest-on the sand. Then the work 
of excavating inside the soeetes will be carried 
on as rapidly as possible by several sets 
.of workmen relieving each other at short inter- 
‘vals. The pooapieg sand will be forced through 
pipes into the sea by the pressure of the com- 
pressed air within the caisson. As the excava- 
tion progresses the caisson will sink into the 
‘gand until a sufficient depth has been reached 
to give a firm foundation. This will probably 
be about thirty-five or forty feet below the sur- 
face, and wiil require several days of continu- 
ous good weather, Ri 
When this part of the work has been finished 
the caisson and the cylinder will be filled with 
quick-setting concrete to such a height as the 
force of the breakers would be felt in the most 
severe storms. This will make the structure 
practically a monolith, and éven though the 
shifting sands should scour the iron cylinder 
completely away, it wi!l stand as firmly as be- 
fore. Every precaution will be taken, however, 
to protect the structure from the action of the 
£ea, and bun 8 of tons of rip-rap stone will 
be heaped about its base. 

The concrete will extend to about forty feet 
above the sea level,and above this the iron 
cylinder will be continued until it reaches a 
height of-100 feet, where the light will be 
placed. The work will be ‘comparatively easy 
after the base is in pee but it is in towing 
the caisson out to the shoal and sinking it that 
me greatest engineering skill will be required. 

n towing out the caison, which will draw be-, 
tween fifteen and twenty feet of water, it must 
be lifted over an eight-foot bar by camels, pon- 
tons, orsome suchappliances. Then, when the 
site is finally reached, the crowning difficulty 
will come in getting it sunk evenly-and quick- - 
ly into the sand. The slightest mistake then 
will be fatal, and if thé work is not all done’ 
and the cylinder filled with concrete above the, 
sea level before a hard blow from thé sea the’ 
whole thing will be lost, and work will have to 
be commenced anew. The months of June, 
July, and August are considered the most fa- 
vorable for working on the shoals, and, indeed, 
od only ones ‘in which the work can be under- 

aken. 

The board will advertise for proposals this 
Winter and let the contract as early as possi- 
ble, so that the contractor can have his caisson 
mine ware andcollect all his material at a con- 

ént place, ahd oan take advantage of the 

ret day next Summer when the meteorological 
conditions indieate that the wind will be off 
anes oe several days.

THE MARYLAND DEMOCRATS 
SPEAK THEIR LINES. 
A PLATFORM WHICH COVERS A GOOD 
MANY SUBJECTS—THE COMING CON- 
TEST FOR THE SENATORSHIP. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 26.—The Democratic State 
Convention, which met to-day, had very little 
to do, but1t did that little promptly and har- 
moniously.. Its work; consisted of the usual 
speeches, an unusually long series of resolu- 
tions, and the nomination of Col. Louis Victor 
Baughman for Controller of the State. 

One of the features of the short session was 
the enthusiasm that greeted the name of ex-

contest will be for the control of the next Legis- 
lature, which will elect a successor to United 
States Senator Wilson. The main issues will 
be upon a better elcetion law, high license, 
and the race question.

By such an en- 
largement of municipal power the rate of local 
taxation in the city of Baltimore and in somo of our 
other cities and chartered towns may be materially 
reduced without lessening the revenue of the State 
and without injustice or oppression to individuals. 

By a judicious adjustment of licenses to sell 
liquor, with: the superadded restrictive féatures 
whioh experience elsewhere has proved to be salu- 
tary and effectual, such legislation should be made 
to subserve the double purpose of reducing the rate 
ot taxation on property, to the great relief of the 
people, and at the same time largely removing from 
our midst the degrading and destructive vice of 
intemperance. 

Recalling with just pride the reforms in the laws 
Telaticg to the registration of voters and the elect- 
ive franchise which. Democratic Legislatures have 
enacted, the faith of the party is now distinotly 

ledged to a further and more careful review of this 

undamental and most vital subject, so that at the 
coming session of the General Assembly, following 
the good example set by many of our sister States, 
stringent provisions may be adopted for the purpose 
of proeeertan more thoroughly the ete of the 
ballot box by preventing bribery, fraudulent col- 
onization of voters, repeating, and all other oftenses 
against the elective franchise, and also that such 
amendments of our existing registration law may 
be made as will materially reduce the cost whilé 
not impairing the efficiency of its execution. in 
this connection they favor the passage of a thor- 
ough primary election law, so drawn asto secure 
absolute fairness at all prim 
taining adequate aid effectua! 
violence, traud, and all corrupt practices by which 
the will of the majority may falsified, thwarted,’ 
or ignored. 

They declare their sincere and earnest purpose to 
recognize and enforce all the civil and political 
Tights of the colored people of this state, but while 
this earnestly resolved to see to it thatin their 
persons and property they shall be sony and thor- 
oughly protected, and that the present liberal pro- 
visions for the education of their chikiren shall be 
maintained, they insist that the schools for the 
white and colored children shall be kept separate 
and distinct, and they will vigorously resist any 
and ajl attempts to change the existing law so as to 
introduce mixed schools for both white and colored 
children. 

As is well known, the disastrous freshets of May 
and June last wrecked the Chesapeake and Ohto 
Canal. The company is now without business, 
revenue, or credit, and notwithstanding the most 
earnest and persistent efforts on the part of its 
President and Directors it has been unable to pro- 
oure any shape or upon any terms suilicient 
money to repair the canal and put it in condition 
tor navigation, so that all transportation on it has 
absolutely ceased. Five successive coupons, 
amounting to $75,000 on the $500,000 of repair 
bonds, issued under the act of 1878, Chapter 58, 
aro now overdue and unpaid, and the 
terms of that act and the mortgage given in 
accordance with its provisions, the holders of a 
majority of these bonds may at any moment sell 
the canal at public auction, and may also at once 
obtain a decree of court appointing a receiver to 
take possession. No help can be expected from the 
State, because by the Constitution she is prohib- 
ited from making any advance in aid of works of 
public improvement. Under existing circum- 
etances, unless the private intereste involved can 
be induced to come to the rescue by providing the 
money required to restore the canal and its works, 
& foreclosure sale in the near future seems inevi- 
table, 

The Republicans will hold their State Conven- 
tion at Westminster on Oct. 1. Their City Con- 
vention for the nomination of Mayor of the city 
will follow about a week later. he independ- 
ents will not indorse the nomination of Baugh- 
man.

OLD MASTERS: Ok NEW. 


A QUESTION OF THE AGE OF TWO IM- 
PORTED PAINTINGS. 


‘Two paintings, for which it is asserted that 
nearly'$30,000 was paid in Europe by a New-' 
York purchaser, arrived in this port from Havre 
by the steamsnbip La Bretagne of the French 
Line on Sept. 20,1886. One of these works of 
art was supposed to be a “‘ Holy Family” of Ti- 
tian, and the other “A Rabbi’ of Rembrandt, 
Both were passéd as “old masters,” and non- 
autiable by the Appraiser of the Port, and went 
into the hands of the owner. 

The Statute of Limitations bars any further 
examination into the dutiable or non-dutiable 
character of goods which have passed the Cus- 
tom Houses after the expiration of three years 
from the time of entry. A little before the ex- 
piration of that term information was filed with 

“Collector Erhardt to the effect that these two 
paintings wore not “old masters” at all, but 
were good imitations, by which the purchaser 
had been duped. This would: make them sub- 
ject to duty, and therefore the Collector was 
compelled to bring suit tbrough the United 
States District “Attorney against the owner of 
the pictures prior to Sept, 21,1889. Suit was 
therefore begun last Friday. 

The Collector refuses to give the name of the 
defendant in this case, but intimates that the 
latter is a porsonal friend. It appears from Mr. 
Erbarat’s acknowledgment that he has commu-. 
nicated with the gentleman, that the pictures 
have beon deposited for safekeeping with the 
Lincoin National Bank and Safe Deposit Com- 
pany, at 32 East Forty-seeona-street, and that 
the Collector does not believe there was any 
intentional swindling of the Government, 

But, under previous decisions, if there can bo 
no swindling proved the original decision of the 
Appraiser must stand. An innocent importer 
has a right to rely on such a decision. The de- 
TYendant has been summoned to answer in the 
United States District Court on Oct. 8,

TO INVESTIGATE BIGLIIN. 


ALLEGED EXCESSIVE BAGGAGE CHARGES 
AT CASTLE GARDEN. 


The main energies of yesterday’s session of 
the Emigration Board were devoted to an at- 
tempt to prove that the Castle Garden Express 
Company, the institution which is under the 
management of Bernard Biglin, hag been over- 
charging emigrants for handling their baggage. 
Biglin has a contract with the commission by 
which he is allowed to'‘have a.stand at the Gar- 
den and to handle such baggage as is not spe- 
cially ordered to be taken care of by other 
express companies. This privilege amounts 


practically to a meoneecy of the Castle Garden 
baggage express. The rates are, however, reg- 
ulated by the Commissioners. 

According to an affidavit placed in the hands 
of the Commissioners by Adolph Immergiat, a 
passenger who arrived poecay on the Fulda, 
one of Biglin’s men, Fritz Ritterhaus, made 
Immergist pay 25 cents apiece for the **stor- 
age” of eight pieces of baggage from Monday 
night until Wednesday morning. It seems that 
the emigrant came to the Garden with an ex- 
pressman whom he had hired. outside, and was 
charged $2 by Ritternaus for taking the bag- 
gage from the room in Castle Garden to the 
gates. Biglin dented that anytbing had been 
charged for storage, and said that the emigrant 
had asked the delivery to his own man, and 
had been perfectly willing to pay the $2 in 
order to basten the operation. 

In the opinion ot President Ridgway this 
charge was unjust, and 1t was voted to appoint 
a committee of three to Investigate the entire 
matter of the handling of emigrants’ baggage. 
Commissioners Wylie, Ulrich, and Stephenson 
were put on this committee. It is very prob- 
able that their researches will result in a.rad- 
ical change at the Gardén, as one of the Com- 
missioners said openly yesterday that the pres- 
ent arrangement put Biglin in a position where 
it would be a very easy thing toimpose upon 
the emigrants.

Mr. Sneed 
defendaéd the resolution in along speech, and 
condemned usury lawsin general. The resolu- 
tion also proposed that all banks should be 
amenable to the State lawsof the State in 
which they were situated. It was not just that 
so heavy penalty should be meted out to na- 
tional banks for usury when the State banks 
were not amenable to the same law. They 
should all be put on the same basie. The New 
York aelegation opposed the resolution. In 
their State, the speaker said, the State law was 
much more severe in its penalty than the na- 
tionallaw. They did not want the change. 

Mr. Butler of Connecticut condemned the law. 
He thought there should be no laws governin 
the rates of interest—they ought to be allowe 
to be governed by themselves. Supply and de- 
mand wasthe only law that would operate 
justly to both the loaner and borrower. He 
urged the adoption of the resolution. 

he resolution was referred to a special com- 
mittee consisting of J. R. Muivane of Topeka, 
W. P. Johnson of Birmingham, Ala., and J. D. 
Chick of Kansas City. 

The committee reported recommending that 
Congress be requested to amend the lawin 
question so that the penalty would be the for- 
teiture of only the amount of interest over the 
legal amount. 

‘The liveliest discussion of the convention 0oc- 
curred over the reportof the Executive Council 
recommending that the paper read by Mr. St. 
John yesterday, outlining a proposition to re- 

uire the Treasurer of the United States to coin 

,000,000 of silver each month and retire in 
the same proportion the United States legal 
tender notes, so that without affecting the 
amount of currency circulating at par the paper 
could be retired conveniently, be referred to 
the next Exeoutive Council. The recommenda- 
tion provoked a long debate, the question being 
whether the matter should be referred or sub- 
mitted to an immediate discussion by the con- 
vention. 

During the discussion the Hon. John Jay 
Knox was brought to his feet by the statement 
of a Western delegate that he was a gold mono- 
metallist. Mr. Knox declared that he was not a 
believer in gold ag the sole coin metai, but that 
he was in favor of gold as the standard. Mr. 
Knox moved that the Executive Council con- 
sider, in connection with Mr. St. John’s propo- 
sition, the question of issuing silver certificates 
to the full value of the silver issued in coin. 
Mr. 8t. John opposed the motion and called for 
the yeas and nays. He did not think that a 
proposition so entirely foreign to the one he 
had placed before the convéntion should be 
tacked on to it to confuse the minds of the Ex- 
ecutive Council. 

After some discussion Mr. Knox withdrew 
his motion, and a plan was adopted to fully 
consider Mr, 8t. John’s proposition and takea 
vote on it by mail after the Executive Coun- 
cil had sent its report to the delegates, 

Mr, A. W. Sylvester of the New-York Assay 
Office, read a paper on “ Faoility of Exchange.” 
In general, he said, anything that facilitated 
exchange by 80 much increased the value of all 
products; through the increased ease with 
which the products of distant countries could 
be made available. Low cost of transportation 
had built up the grain and cattle producing 
West. But the original cost of production and 
the eost of transportation were not all. The 
cost of exchange must be paid before the com- 
pletion of the transaction and the measuring of 
its profitableness. 

The reduction of this cost to the lowest pos- 
sible figure was the chject of the international 
currency. 1t seemed almost eelf-evident that a 
currency of this description, issued by the 
United States aud redeemable here and abroad 
in the currency of the place, where presented 
for redemption, would serve great and varied 
interests. The only drawback would be the 
loss of small profits now made by bankers 
and brokers in the sale of bills of exchange. _ 

One of the. most important advantages of this 
currency would be the ap coat which it would 
give for thapayment of fore en debis without 
the tradeailipment of gold. ankers, on depos- 
iting their bullion with the Government, would 
receive their certificates and send them abroad, 
whence they would eventually be returned in 
payment of debts due our country. Thus, in 
many Ways, an international currency might 
become an Sfiicient promoter of modern civiliza- 
tion, and by cheapening the cost of exchanging 
products with foteign countries would increase 
the demand and extend the area of sale for all 
American products. 

Mr. John Thompson, Vice President of the 
Cliase National Bank of New-York, spoke in 
favor of a full and fair uss of the silver-dollar 
coinage, which he thought would show that but 
# slight additional use was needed to raise the 
pullion price of sliver. He also aimed at secur- 
ing @ much-needed addition to the currenoy, 
and favored an aoe in the national bank 
circulation. e offered resolutions call- 
ing upon Congress to make it obligatory 
on the Secretary of the Treasury to 
coin the maximum amount of _ silver 
dollars authorized by the act of 1878, namely, 
$4,000,000 per month; to authorize the issue of 
national bank notes, to be made legal tender, 
to an amount not to exceed 50 per cent. of the 
paid-in capital of the bank issuing them, and to 
authorize the President of the United States to 
call a conference of the various nations to form 
a@ plan for the resumption of free coinage of 
full lega)-tender silver and full-value subsidiary 
coin, at a fixed and uniform relation of value of 
silver to gold. The resolutions were referred. 

The Nominating Committee e its report 
recommending the re-election Charlies Par- 
sons of St. Louis as President of the assodiation 
and Morton McMichael as Vice President, The 
report was adopted. 

he new Executive Council, made up of one 
delegate from each State represented and the 
Vice Presidents, recommended by the Nomi- 
nating Commtttee and elocted, are with very 
few exceptions the same as last year. 

The new Executive Council met immediately 
after its election and chose Mr. George F. 
Baker of New-York to succeed himself as Presi- 
dent, and W. B. Green to succeed himself as 
‘Treasurer. 

After the passage of the usual complimentary 
motions the convention adjourned to meeta 
year hence in some city to be cnosen hereafter 
by the Executive Council.

COL: CARR'S FUNERAL, 


AN OLD COMRADE, JACOB WATERHOUSE, 
DROPS DEAD NEAR THE CHURCH. 


A still deeper gloom was cast over the funeral 
of Brevet Col Uouverneur Carr, late of the 
One Hundred and Sixty-fifth New-York Volun- 
teers, by the sudden death while the funeral was 
' about to begin of Jacob A. Waterhouse, one of 
the One Hundred and Sixty-fifth Volunteers, 
Second Duryee’s Zouaves, at the side of Calvary 
Church in Fourth-avenue, where the funeral of 
the dead Colonel took place yesterday. 

About twenty of the One Hundred and Sixty- 
fifth Volunteers, many wearing the uniform of 
the Zouaves, had just marched up Twenty-first- 


street and were drawn up in line on the oor- 
ner of that street and Fourth-avenue, in the 
shadow of Calvary Church. They were about 
to form in line to escort the vody of Col. Carr 
down the central aisle of the church, when 
Waterhouse, who was in the rear rank, fell 
heavily to the ground. His face was of a gray 
ashen color, and at first his comrades thought 
he had been seized with a fainting fit He was 
carried to the sidewalk and the churchyard 
railing supported him. But he died before any 
further assistance could be pomers him, and 
his body was sadly taken into the church and 
placed in the lobby by his comrades. Water- 
house was 2 painter and lived at 312 Pleasant- 
avenue. He was about fifty years old and mar- 
ried.

BISHOP POTTER'S ‘ADDRESS 


IT IS A PEATURE OF THE. 
DIOCESAN OON VENTION, 
DANGERS .TO BE*GUARDED AGAINST— ; 

THE FEDERATE} COUNCIL—BISHOPS.| 

HAVE TOO MUCH POWER. 
‘Bishop Pottrer’s annual address to «the.Dio- 
esan Convention was, a5. Was expected, the | 
‘most important and interesting feature ofithe 
convention that sat in second day’s session 
yesterday in St. George's Churoh. A. consider 
able body of spectators occupied the galleries, 
and,in anticipation of a lively time over the 
question of revision of the Prayer Book, the gal- 
‘leries were filled again in the afternoon. 

Bishop Potter began his address with a record, 
of his work during the year, from which it ap- 
\peared that he had celebrated holy communion 
‘29 times, delivered 263 sermons and addresses, 
confirmed about 4,500 persons, ordained 198 
deacons and 14 priests, consecrated and dedi- 
cated 10 churches and parish houses, and laid 

1 cornerstone. There are 22 candidates for 
priests’. orders, 35 for deacons’ and priests’ 
orders, and 4 for deacons’ orders only, and 18 
postulant. From other dioceses they had re- 
‘ceived 28 clergymen and oandidates for holy 
orders, and 23 had been transferred to other 
dioceses. He had made 31 appointments to 
cures and received 16 resignations from cures; 
» had commissioned 86 lay readers, celebrated 5 
marriages, and officiated at 3 funerals. 

“This record,” he said, “‘1s noteworthy for 
the large number of persons confirmed, for the 
considerable addition to the rollof candidates 
for holy orders, for the admission to the dea- 
conate and priesthood of so goodly'a number of 
those who have been trainea for the ministry.” 
The mortuary record was referred to-at length, 
especial words of remembrance. being given to 
Dr. Barnard,-Dr. Hobart, Mr. Snowden, and Mr. 
Cook. 

In the matter of church extension the Bishop 
said their earlier progress had been conditioned 
in difficuities which had led, not unnaturally, 


to an almost indiscriminately permissive pol- 3 


joy. A variety of causes had conspired to pro- 
mote, on the part of those.in authority, a some- 
what facile and always amiable assent to new 
enterprises which had issued in a large harvest 
of feebleness, impotence, and ultimate failures. 

To meet these difficulties a canon had been 6n- 

acted to govern the organization of new 
churches and parishes,.and this canon would 
receive nis strict enforcement. . It was eminent- 
ly undesirable that even the best-intentioned 


enthusiasm should be at liberty to set abouta 
work of church extension in which an exclusive 
consideration of the interestS of a part, and 
that usually a small part, should disregard the 
larger ana more lasting interests of, the whole. 

The long-agitated subject ot a Federate Coun- 
oil received elaborate attention, the Bishop’s 
references in many respects being pointed and 
caustic. ‘The dangers of unchecked individual- 
ism, as they have been illustrated in the history 
of church extension,” he said, ‘‘ prepare the 
way for some reference to difficulties and 
dangers of a eimilar character growing out of 
the multiplication and isolation of dioceses, To 
meet such dangers in the State, which was 
originally the undivided Diocese . of New- 
York, steps were taken in 1867 for the organi- 
zation of the Federate Council of the Dioceses 
of New-York. From time to time for several 

ears the annual convention of the New-York 

tocese elected delegates to this Federate 
Council. Meetings of the council were held in 
February, 1888 and 1889. 

“At both these meetings, but especially the 
latter, a’considerable divergenay of sentiment 
Was apparent both as to the powers to be asked 
for from the General Convention and as to the 
expediency of the maintenance of any such 
organization under any circumstances what- 
ever. From a quarter which entitled the opin- 
jons expressed to the most respectful consid- 
eration, and upon the floor of more than one 
diocesan convention, it has been explicitly or 
implicitly intimated that the Federate Council 
Was aspecies of Trojan horse which, once ad- 
mitted as a part of the organic life of individual 
dioceses, threatened to Overrun them with 
foreign ideas and usurpations; and a very gen- 
eral impression was created that its machinery 
was likely to be used to exalt a diocese already 

sutliciently seasibie of its consequence to undue 
prominence and primacy. 

*“* Meantime, side vy side with this discussion, 
another had been going on which concerned the 
same general question in much wider and more 
important aspects. It was the proposition ad- 
vanced twenty-five years ago for the introduc- 
tron of the provincial system and the b&stablish- 
ing of, say, eight Provincial Synods within the 
United States, to which should be delegated 
many of the present functions of the General 
Convention. In 1877 a special committee of 
five Bishops, who went into it very exhaustive- 
ly, reported that, while it was not desirable at 
that time to provide by general legislation for 
Provincial Synods, their voluntary organization 
within State or other jurisdictions was advis- 
able for a great many reasons. While not rec- 
ognizing the immediate necessity of establish- 
ing the provincial system by legislation, it 
undertook to provide for the difiiculties then 
existing by the temporary expedient of Feder- 
ate Councils. 

**Bince then,” Bishop Potter proceeds, “ the 
situation has only changed in this, that the ne- 
cessity for such provision 1s, in the judgment of 
an increasing number of those interested, more 
urgent ana more obvious. The relation of the 
matter of the administration of ecclesiastical 
discipline to the whole subject of Provincial or 
Federate Councils was then only one of many 
considerations hadin view. Since then events 
have forced it to the front asa matter of prim- 
ary consequence, and the problem of providing 
a Court of Appeals is already recognized by 
many as finding its most effectual solution ina 
return to primitive usage and to the ancient 
constitution of the Catholic Church. 

“In this view the consummation of the pro- 
posed plan for a Federate Council composed of’ 

‘the several dioceses in this and other States, or 
in contiguous regions, has seemed to me at once 
wise and cautious. It is tentative and experi- 
mental. It commits the Church at large In no 
wise to the provincial system, but it would 
help undoubtedly to prepare the way forit. It 
is somewhat surprising, therefore, to be told by 
eminent authorities more directly concerned 
‘with the question in this State thatif we are to 
have anything of the sort it had better be the 
provincial system in its fullest development, 
and no sueh temporary expedient as the Feder- 
ate Counci). Butyvo student of history can be 
ignorant of the fact that neither reforms nor re- 
constructions, social, political, or ecclesiastical, 
come usually in any such way as that, and that 
when they do they are least of all likely to be 
healthy, couservative, or efficient. Changes 
which insist upon making a way for themselves 
on all fours are liable to sharp revulsions of ‘ 
popular feeling and ultimate defeat. 

**In my judgment the Federate Council will 
fail of its pre-eminent mission, unless by means 
of it both metropolitan ana all other Bishops 
and dioceses are considerably shorn of powers 
which may now beexercised with grave disregard 
to the rights of the clergy and people at large. 
A diocese may 20w make its own law for the 
triai of a priest or deacon, ana a Bishop may 
now adjudicate under them, with no possible ave- 
nue of appeal open to the accused but that or the 
civil courts. I do not hesitate to say that such 
a condition of things ought, to any intelligent 
student of church history, present a grave 
anomaly, and all the more since, in marked con- . 

trast with the unrestricted power of the: 
Bishop in administering sentence, the canon 
provides ¢that he may not exercise clemen- 
cy to one who has been so sentenced’ 
without first obtaining the consent of four of 
his brethren of the episcopate. This, certainly,: 
is straining ‘the cay of mercy,’ and dismiss- 
ing judgment to go its way unbridled. For 
myself. I believe profoundly that questions of 
discipline, questions of race, local questions of 
missionary policy and progress, far more than 
merely local questions of civil or material inter- 
est, willcompel us before longto turn froma 
body such as the General Convention, already 
rown too unwieldy for purposes of efficient 
egislation and clothed with no power for ad- 
ministering the laws which it makes, to that 
venerable and well-tried agency known as the 
Provincial Synod; and until we can get that, to 
such qualified and restricted form of the same’ 
thing as is to be had in a Fsderate Council. 

* Meantime the attitude of this diocese may 
well be purely passive. Lam willing to strain 
the requirements of courtesy as faras any- 
body, but I do not think it necessary that we 
should needlessly invite dishonoring importa- 
tious in order to further the wishes of those from 
among whom they come. For myself, I think 
it right to say that the Federate Council, having 
adjourned to mest in accordance with the des- 
iguation of place and day by the Bishop of this 
diocese, I shall, as at present adv. either 
doviine to make such designation until request- 
ed by the unanimous voice of the other Bishops 
and deputies, or else move the adjournment of 
the body. from time to time, untiltne air is 
cleared of suspicions equally unworthy and 
unintelligent. here are grave defects, in rem- 
edying which such a body can largely aid. 
But they may better wait correction until we 
can secure substantial unanimity and loyal and 
cordial co-operation in dealing witb them.” 

Bishop Potter concluded his address with an 
eloquent appeal for devotion by the clergy to 
the duties of their high calling anda by remind- 
ing them that the General Convention, which 
meets in 8t. George’s Church next week, will 
afford them many opportunities tor the exer- 
cise of hospitality and kindness to the visiting 
delegates. ‘ : 

A lively debate ensued over the resolution 
submitted by Dr. Richey of the Theological 8em- . 
inary, heading off new propositions for the re- 
vision of the Prayer Book, the Rev. 

Huntingtons Mulcehey, Brown, Brooks and 

others participating, but the matter was fi 
settle’ to the apparent satisfaction of all by the 
adoption of a compromise resolution, which 
substantially only i the General Conference 
to completa the revision and publish a stand- 
ard Prayer Book not later than 1892. The

THE COLORED CHURCHMEN. 
‘The Conference of the Colored Protestant 


‘enty-fitth-street, The Rev. George F. Bragg, 
Jr., offered avresolution that was adopted. It 
sald thatthe colored clergymen were grateful

ton and at Nashville, Tenn., for the training of

men entreat the General Convention to correct 
its mistakes and appoint men over them who 
oan enter into full sympathy with those whom 


they instruct. Mr. Braggsaid that the teachers 
in these institutions are whites who did not 
sympathize with their scholars. : 

Another resolution was also adopted. It im- 
portuned the General Convention to indicate 
to the world the true catholicity of the clergy 
and exempt the Church from the odium cas 


The Rev. H. C, Bishop offered a third resolu- 
tion that was likewise adopted. It referred to 
the action of the the last Counoll of the Diocesp 
of ae in depriving the colored clergy ot 
the vileges of the Council. In view of the 
proposal-to establish a convocation of the 
colored clergy and laity. having only such lezis- 
lative powers as the Diocesan Council shall 
allow, the Conference counsels the clergy in the 
‘Diocese of Virginia, who are affected by this 
action, to desline to become a party to such 
jlegislation. 

A letter was read from the Rev. J. Kershaw 
_of South Carotina, who had been asked to write 
@ paper for the conference. In his letter Mr. 
Kershaw seemed to favor separate conventions 
of the colo members of the Protestant Epis- 
copal plan. paper was sonewhat harsh in 
some of its terms, and the Rev. Mr. Cain and 
another clergyman moved to have it returned 
or to table it, on the ground that it was insult- 
ing to the conference. However, @ motion by 
Mr. Bishop was adopted, by which the confer- 
ence sp yop its disagreement with the argu- 
ments of the writer. 


KILLED BY CHLOROFORM, 


THE DEATH OF OTTO STIETZ BELIEVED 
TO HAVE BEEN ACCIDENTAL. 


When William Griffin, who is employed by 
the New-York City Glass Letter Company at 
248 Centre-street, went to the office yesterday 
morning and unlocked the door, he was startled 
to find his employer, Otto Stietz, lying dead on 
along table. A towel was lying over his face, 
and a dish containing a liquid had been placed 
near him. The liquid was chloroform. 

John A, Neville, a partner of Mr. Stietz, was 
summoned, and the body was taken charge of 
by friends. Investigation by Mr. Neville and a 
Coroner’s physician showed that the death was 
undoubtedly accidental. Mr. Stietz had been 
in excellent spirits the day before. Late in the 
afternoon he had gone to a saloon on the Corner 
of Grand-street and the Bowery, where he had 
designed some mirrors. 

Mf. Stietz returned to his office a little under 
the influence of liquor, thougn able to talk in- 
telligentiy upon business matters. Mr. Neville | 
left him in the office at 6 o’clock. Evidently not 
wishing to go home, he prepared to take a nap 
on the table. From restlessness, he undoubtedly 
took the chloroform, placed a little on the 
towel, and breathed it with the intention of 
provehe a little sleep. The theory of Mr. 

eville is that he grew drowsy under the an- 
esthetic, and that the towel fell over his face, 
when tne fumesof the chloroform caused his 
asphyxiation. 

r. Stietz was well known in this city in Ger- 
man circles, a8 well as through his business re- 
lations. In 1854 he started a glass-letter cutting 
business In Chicago and became an expert in 
the work.. On coming to New Yorkin 1886 his 
business increased with unusual rapidity... He 
was a member of the Arion Society, the Eichen- 
oe and the Central Turnverein. He leaves 
a widow. 


GAS-FIXTURE MAKERS. 








THEY HAVE A NATIONAL ASSOCIATION, 
BUT DENY THAT IT IS A TRUST. 


The association of manufacturers of gas fixt- 
ures, of which Mr. Clement L. Biddle of Phila- 
delphia is President, conducts its business se- 
cretly. There was a meeting of a committee of 
the association in this city on Wednesday ‘to 
transact business, the precise nature of which 
the members refuse to explain. It was said to 
have been of a routine character. But it was 
of sufficient importance to bring President 
Biddle over from Philadelphia, and a report 
was started that a trust had been formed. 
This report was denied by members of the com- 
mittee. 


President Biddle was not in the city yester- 
day. Hisson, William C. Biddle, said he did 
not know what the committee did, for he had 
not seen his father since the meeting, but he 
was sure no trust was formed. d 

Mr. Allen of the Archer & Pancoast Manu- 
facturing Company said he could not tell what 
the committee did Wednesday, but he was sure 
no trast was formed. The association stood 
just as it was organized two or three months 
ago. The purpose of the association was to pre- 
vent the giving away of goods, which is sub- 
stantially what would be done without an asso- 
ciation, There was an improvement ,in the 
business, Mr. Allen said, since the association 
was organized, 

Mr. Smith, manager of the Mitchell Vance 
Company, said there was no trust, and that the 
affatrs of the association were entirely a private 
matter. The public had no more right to know 
it than they had to know the affairs of the 
Mitchell Vance Company. : 

Mr. Enos of Oxley, Giddings & Enos denied 
that there was a trust, but said the association 
had had a favorable effect on prices. 





TRYING TO HELP GIBLIN. 

The hearing in regard tothe Giblin case be- 
fore Referee Bernard J. Douras was resumed 
yesterday morning in the Equity Chamber of 
the Court of Common Pleas. Giblin was not 
present, but Mrs. Giblin, who will be called as a 
witness this morning, was in attendance with 
her baby. Mr. Steinhardt examined the three 
witnesses heard on behalf of the defendant, 
and Assistant District Attorney Jerome cross- 


examined them, being prcmpaed from time to 
, time A Valentine Goelz, who sat.at his right 
hand throughout the proceedings. 

Abrabam Suydam, who was Giblin’s counsel 
on the trial, was asked regarding the attempt 
made to seoure an adjournment of the case 
when itcame up. He said that his memory was 
that the case was ournea by Judge Barrett 
for a day, but he woukd not be surprised if there 
had been no udjournment.- 

An affidavit was produced, dated Sept. 16, 
1889, and prepared and signed by the witness 
atthe request of Assistant District Attorney 
Jerome, in which the witness stated that he 
‘Was present at a casual meeting between Judge 
Barrett and the Prosecuting, Attorney while 
Giblin’s trial was in progress, in which the lat- 
ter said that he thought of proving the bill to 
be counterfeit, and Judge Barrett gave him an 
intimation that such evidence was not perti- 
nent to the issue. He was positive that he had 
not signed the affidavit with a view to damage 
the interests of his former client. 

Thomas Moran, a cigar and tobacco dealer of 
Worcester, Nass,, testified that the condemned 
man, while in Worcester, was a man of good 
character, and then the hearing was adjourned 
until 10730 o’clock this morning, 





OREDITORS OF “THE MART.” 

An advertisement in the daily papers yester- 
day gave notice that a general meeting will be 
held Oct. 18 of the creditors of The Mart, (Lim- 
ited,) at the office, 62 Wall-street, of Robert A. 
Van Wyck, receiver of the concern. It was 
learned at the office that The Mart was a dry 
goods establishment at One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth-street and Third-avenue, which 
some months ago succeeded to the business of 
Levinson & Lissner. That firm did a large 
trade, and when it proposed to form a stock 
company and allow outsiders to share the prof- 
ite its friends and relatives became reatiy sub- 
scribers to the stock. ‘he Mart did not succeed 
as wellas the old firm did, and after a some- 
what brief existence it made an assignment, 
and Mr. vinson, the President of the com- 
pany, and Mr. Lissner, its Secretary, were ap- 
pointed receivers. 

After a while the Attorney 
tion was called to the fact that the appointment 
of the insolvent company’s? officers as the re- 
ceivers of its estate was clearly an infraction of 
the law, and at his toatance they were removed 
and Robert A. Van Wyck was appointed receiv- 
er. The liabilities of the concer are placed at

Sam Brown came on from Pittsburg yesterday 
and descended lize a wolf on the fold of book- 
makers at. the Brooklyn Jockey Club’s track. 
Ivis pretty sure to bo the case when the Captain 
comes on here that his very shrewd, astute, and 
thoroughly-competent trainer, Rogers, has 
some bottled-up good things to uncork. The 
corks were pulled for the two stake races at the 
Gravesend track yesterday, and Galop and Re- 
porter paid their owner’s expenses from ana to 
Pittsburg, with a good snug bank roll to spare. 

The track was heavy and holding and the 
fields were naturally small under such circum- 
‘stances, yet there was a very fair attendance, 
good betting, and, better than.all, well contest- 
-ed racing throughout the day. 

Aurania gave the talent an unpleasant sur- 
prise in the opening race of the day by win- 
ning the mile dash, which was considered to be 
an “air-tight clnch” for “the Guttenberg Han- 
over,” Cracksman. He was so lively a favorite 
that the bookmakers would take very little of 
the shower of money that the plungers wanted 
to get in on him even at the short odds of 2 to 5 
that were offered against him. Cracksman flat- 
tered his backers by running in front for three- 


quarters of a mile, with Aurania hanging on at 
his flanks until the head of the stretch was 
reached, TheresShe wert to the front ard re- 
mained there to the end in spite of the driving 
finish, finally winning the race by a neck only. 
Etruria, the only other starter, was beaten a 
sixteenth of a mile. 


Those plungers who had anything left after 
their rush on Cracksman wentin for a recoup on 
Now or Never, and, in the language of the ring, 
they ‘got there with both feet.” So, too, did 


the men who had backed Aurania for the, first 
race. Now or Never did not fail to be — to 
his friends and won’ the race rather cleverly 
and easily by a couple of lengths from the 
Californian, Caliente, who made w sharp and 
strong run at the finish. Bella B. had a fit of 
the sulks and would not try to do her best, just 
beating Panama home tor third place. 


The Sea Breeze Stakes, for three-year-olds, fur- 
nished a thoroughly exciting race, and one of 
the best-fougnt finishes seen since thatin the 
Oriental Handicap, four horses passing the 


judges so close together that {t was impossi- 
ble for any one not absolutely on the finish line 
to place the horses except the judges, There 
wert heavy plunges in the ring on both Zephy- 
rus and Galop, Sam Brown’s commission mak- 
ing his filly almost an equal favorite with the 
Daly cast-off. There was also quite a tip out 
on Sam Wood, and at the last moment a good 
vig commitsion went into the ring on 
him, and the kindly way in which 
he ran showed that his backers had 
not indulged in a bit of misplaced confidence.

“LIVERPOOL JACK’S” TRIAL. 


TWO OF THE ‘MEN HE SENT TO MEXICO 
TELL THEIR STORIES. 


“Liverpool Jack,” as John Fitzpatrick is eom- 
monly known, heard some unpleasant things 
about himself yesterday as he sat before the 
bar in Judge Cowing’s courtroom for kid- 
napping. David Kennedy, the complaining 
witness, said that on May 9 he was walking 
through Battery-place when he was accosted 
by a man who asked him it he was not in search 
of work. Kennedy accompanied him to the 
pier of the Ward Line steamers and was in- 
troduced to Fitzpatrick. The latter said he had 
a job for him in Mexico on a railroad, where he 
would mako $35 a month and board. The 
mouey would be paid in American monsy, and 
the wages would be computed from the moment 
he stepped on shipboard. Kennedy signed a 
paper and hurried on board the City of Wash- 
ington. When he tried to leave the ship after- 
ward Fitzpatrick prevented him from doing ao. 

On the voyage to Progreso Kennedy and 
seventy other men, bound for similar employ- 
ment, were treated well. Kennedy and some of 
the men were taken to the city of Merida, where 
they found no one to receive them. They tried 
to sleep in a hut, but were afterward turned out 
and driven by a band of soldiers into the cala- 
boose. The next day the soldiers told them if 
they would go to work they might be free. 
They went to work handling freight, but were 
allowed only 5 cents a day, which was entire- 
ly used up for food. After working thus for a 
time Kennedy managed to get away. 

Frederick Blake, who was of the same party, 
testified that Fitzpatrick promised him before 
salling that he should receive $35 a month and 
board, and, after a year’s work on a Mexican 
railroad, a return ticket free and $15 bounty. 
Blake was kept at Progreso, where for four 
days he handled freight for a Mexican dollar a 
day. He had two meals a day, which cost him 
48 cents each. Then he was taken sick.

ELPVATED RAILWAY DAMAGES. 

The Metropolitan Elevated Railway took an- 
other step yesterday in its endeavor to seoure 
an unbroken easement or right of way all along 
itslines.

BROWN DID NOT SETTLE 


THEREFORE PAGENSTECHER &£ CO, HAD 

TO MAKE AN; ASSIGNMENT. 
_ ‘Rudolph Pagenstecher and Edward 4Van 
‘Buren, doing business under the firm name of 
Pagenstecher & Co, at 18 Beaver-atrect, export- 
ere on-commission of petroleum and other mer- 
chandise, made .an assignment yesterday to 
Abraham B. De Frece of 60 Broadway. The 
firm was well known and had arating with R. 
G. Dun & Uo, of $100,000, The partners tiled 
two assignments, to inclade the limited special 
partnership, which was-dissolved Aug. 2, and 
the general partnerehip under which they have 
done business since then. Mr. Pagenstecher 
also filed an individual. assignment to Mr. Do 
Frece. - 

At the office of Stern & Meyer of 40 Wall- 
street, the firm’s counsel, {6 was learned that 
the firm’s difficulties. did not arise from its-regu- 
lar business, but from its connection with An- 
drew Brown, a Buffalo dealer in hard woods, 
whom it claims to be indebted to them ina 
large amount. Its actual liabilities are placed 
at from $30,000 to $40,000, but its contingent 
liabilities, on accommodation notes and accept- 
ances for Andrew Brown, are placed at $300,- 
000. The firm claims that Brown acknowledges 
& large indebtedness to it, but not so large 
as it claims. It says that for a long time 
- Brown has been making 1t glowing promises 
to provide funds to meet maturing obligations 
and reduce his indebtedness, but failed to keep 
them, and affairs reached a crisis when the lim- 
ited goby ter iy § expired Aug. 2, He was then 
urged to settle his account and arrange for the 
outstanding paper, but he has delayed doing 80. 
The firm at last decided to makean assignment, 
without preferences, in orderto prevent any 
oreditor gree an advantage over another one. 
It claims thatif Brown would take care of his 
outstanding obligations, all of which were for 
his accommodation, it could show a hand- 
some surplus, 

Judgments were entered against Pagen- 
stecher & Co. yesterday in favor of the Market 
and Fulton Bank for $5,559 and of tne Amerti- 
can Exchange National Bank for $2,534. The 
firm was formed July 1, 1882. Albrecht Pagen- 
stecher was a special partner for $100,000 from 
Aug. 1, 1886, to Aug. 2, 1889, 

Andrew Brown is known as the “ Buffalo 
Lumber King.” He has an office at 58 Pine- 
street, but no one could be found there yester= 
day. A judgment against him for $3,104 in 
favor of John Munrve & Co. on a promissory 
note was entered a few days ago. He also gave 
e@ chattel mortgage for $10,000 on his house- 
hold furniture to secure a Buffalo bank. It is 
reported from Buffalo that he has gone out of 
business and been succeeded by his nephew, 
Frank J. Brown, and that he is about to ask 
from his creditors -an extension of two years. 
He was formerly supposed to be very wealthy, 
doing a large business in hardwood lumber ana 
staves in this city and Buffalo. He was largely 
interested in the Eastern Carolina Land, Lum- 
ber, and Manufacturing Company of Buffalo, 
being its Vice President and General Manager. 
It had a capital stock of $250,000 ana owned 
600 square miles of timber land in North Caro- 
lina, with a claimed value of $2,500,000. A 
note of this company bearing his indorsement 
went to protest Aug, 20, and J. Munroe & Cc., 
the holders, sevured an attachment from Judge 
Barrett of the Supreme Court against the com- 
pany.
